He 
came to the same public 
park we used, placed his 
clothes on the grass and 
ran along the paths.”

When Cedo Cirkovic arrived from Yugoslavia to 
join Footscray J.U.S.T. in 1965, he renewed an old partner- 


ship with Milenko Rusmir. 


Cirkovic and Rusmir had been team 
mates with Yugoslavian First Division 
team Sloboda. 

Rusmir, who joined J.U.S.T. in 1962, 
was back in Yugoslavia for National 
Service tr-*ning when Cirkovic arrived 
but when the two teamed up again, they 
formed the nucleus of a powerful 
defence. 

Supported by Zvonimir Rasic - now 
coach of Victoria and Melbourne - this 
defence made opposing forwards 
shudder. 

Rusmir, 32 and Cirkovic, 33, have lost 
their speed, but that hasn’t greatly 
affected their play. 

Both have that uncanny sense of 
anticipation that is the mark of a highly 
experienced player. 

Speedy Croatia forward Billy Vojtek, 
who represents Australia and Victoria, 
freely admits that Cirkovic is his most 
dreaded opponent. 


Match-makers 
Both Cirkovic and Rusmir are in- 
telligent match-makers when they need 
to be. 
There are no better organisers when 


they choose to move forward and there - 


are no stronger defenders when they 
are covering their goal. 

Rusmir started competitive soccer at 
the age of 16, with the Red Star juniors. 
He had seven years with Sloboda before 
coming to Australia. 

Cirkovic also started with Red Star - 
in one of the club’s youth teams. He 
spent three years with Sloboda before 
moving to Crem in the Second Division. 

Originally a half back, Rusmir was 
asked in 1964 to move to left back, 
because no-one else could handle the 
position. 

The following year J.U.S.T. won the 
State League championship and the 
Dockerty Cup. 

Rusmir went home to Yugoslavia at 
the end of the 1964 season and returned 
in 1967, only to be put out of the game by 
a leg injury.

Rusmir is very disappointed with 
Victorian and Australian soccer. 

“As long as clubs bring second-rate 
players from overseas, soccer will not 
get anywhere,” he says. 

“Most English and Scottish players 
are interested only in getting a good job 
and not in the progress of soccer.’’ 

“Those from other European 
countries can’t get a job, or don’t try, so 
they do nothing at all and ruin their 
‘itness.”’ 


Need for coaches 


“Australia must produce its own 
players from the juniors but above all it 
must have good coaches.” 

“As in any business, if you have a 
good manager you progress.” 

“I'd say Rasic is the best coach at the 
moment because he is working hard 
and is trying to improve himself all the 
time. Other former players who 
become coaches, think they know 
everything and don’t need to learn 
more.” 


“The need for good coaching has been 
proved at J.U.S.T. We were losing 
fames early in the season but then Lou 

rocic took over and we were a dif- 
ferent team.” 

“I believe there should be a rule that 
every club must play at least two or 
three local products in their senior 
teams.” 

“At the moment, J.U.S.T., Alexan- 
der, Juventus and others are spending 
large sums of money for overseas 
players and the juniors never get a go.” 

“T also believe much of the fault lies 
with administrators. People in the VSF 
and ASF had no experience as officials 
in Europe.”
